The father, Robert Ruth, of 39 
Rainbow Lane, Red Cedar Hill, 
Levittown, urged the school board 
to accept his child for the first 
grade in view of the marks he had 
obtained in Philadelphia schools. 
He asked that the boy be retest­ 
ed to see if he now has the mental 
age of five years old. 
The child’s grandmother, who 
helped the boy when he was in 
Philadelphia schools, also argued 
with the board. “ You people think 
you have the best schools in the 
state.

Russia's Arms Cut Back 


MOSCOW (U PP—The Supreme 
Soviet 
today 
unanimously 
ap­ 
proved Prem ier 
Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s proposal to cut S o v i e t 
arm ed forces by 1.200.000 men. 
thus putting it into effect. 
Both houses of the Russian par­ 
liament approved the new law 
after Khrushchev again took the 
rostrum to note that “all people 
who spoke on my report and on 
the draft law expressed their ap­ 
proval.” 
“Allow me to express my grati­ 
tude,”

added, 
voicing 
his 
thanks for the confidence given 
him by the Communist Party Cen­ 
tral Committee and the govern­ 
ment.
